appointments. 

n respect to commissioned ranks the cavalry has no 
Atkins; the arti is without Atkins; the engineers 
own no Atkins. There is not a doctor Atkins in the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, nor a parson Atkins in the 
list of chaplains. 

In the Militia’s long roll of officers Atkins is absent, 
nor ze present amongst the holders of commissions in 
the Yeomanry. 

Of the considerable number of men who have risen 
from the ranks there is no Atkins between the covers 
of the “ Army List,” and of the records upon 
South Africa’s present heroes who are living, and the 
brave dead beneath the veld the name of Atkins has 
indeed rarely been noticed. 

The officer holding the Army’s senior Atkins’ honours 
is Captain W. Atkins, of the Duke of Edinburgh's 
(Wiltshire) Regiment, whilst Captain A. R. OC. Atkins, 
of the Army Service Corps is the only other regular 
officer on the active list named Atkins. ;

Being Something of Interest about Big People whose 
Birthdays happen this Week. 

Mr. Rosenrt Barr, who celebrates his fiftieth birta- 
day on Sunday, was over forty when he started to write 
novels. He is a Scotsman by birth, but was taken to 
America, when four years old, and there he remained, 
first as a school teacher, and then as a journalist till 
1881, when he came to Les cued It is a curious fact 
that Mr. Barr is a chief of the once great Iroquois tribe 
of Red Indians. He took a part in concluding a treaty 
with the noble red man, and the tribe made him one of 
their chiefs and gave him a picturesque name. 

One of the greatest of literary tasks was the writing 
of the veg? of the Prince Consort. There were 
boxes upon boxes of papers to go through, and the 
selection of those for publication was a matter of 
extreme delicacy. The Queen intrusted the work, in 
1874, to Mr. now Sir TuHEoporz, Martin, who 
becomes eighty-four on September 16th, and rewarded 
him with a hig toes on the completion of the five 
volumes. Sir Theodore is the head of a firm of 
Parliamentary agents, and Helen Faucit, the famoua 
Shakespearian actress, who diced some months ago, was 
his wife.

Sir Andrew, who 
was Lord Mayor so long ago as 1873-74, has the 
distinction of having taken part in more Lord Mayors’ 
Shows than any other living man. During his term in 
the City, the veteran Buronet had the honour of 
receiving the Tsar and Lord Wolseley, the latter on hia 
return from the Ashanti War. ,
